TEN TONNES OF IRONY FOR CHANGE OF HEART

bien who's ever made a pastime of 
watching indie. bands in Canada in the 
past ten years would be aware of Change of 
Heart. They're one of those fixtures, the kind 
of band that everyone says “Oh yeah, | saw 
them." The sort of band who seemed to 
work their tails off yet remained playing in 
all the welfare/pensioner bars cum scenester 
watering holes across this frozen waste we 
call home (imagine “Oh Canada” fanfare on 
a broken kazoo here). Those nice guys who 
never got a break. Indeed, they've certainly 
had some pronounced patches of bad luck in 
_felatively recent history with the departure 
of drummer Glenn Milchem, not to mention 
co-founder Rob Taylor, leaving guitarist lan 
Blurton the only original member at the 


helm. Stranger turns of fate would leave the ~ 


new line-up of John Borra - Bass, John 
Richardson - drums and Bernard Maiezzd 
winning a local battle of the bands contest 
and walking off with a cool $100 000. In 
view of the fact that since they started in 
1982, they've sunk $50 000 into the band, 
they have come out on top with a new deal 
at Lunamoth/Virgin to boot. | talked withilan 
while Change of Heart were on tour 
. promoting their new release, Tummysuckle, 
opening for Canadian arena-types, the 
Tragically Hip. : 


Off: So you recorded the album after you 
had won the contest? 

|: Yeah, like almost a year before signing. We 
recorded the album in December 1993 
through January 1994, and then won the 
contest in October then signed in November. 


Off: With the album already out, why did 
you decided not to re-record upon signing? 
|: Because we were really happy with the 
album. The only real problem we had was 
the mix and the mastering. Once we won the 
money, the first thing we did was remix the 
album with this guy we had wanted to work 
with for awhile, Joe Bouressi, who did 
Melvins and L7. 


Off: The post production work was 
completed at Le Studio in Quebec — 
Rush) 

|: Yeah, and in Toronto at Chemical. So, 
basically, the album was recorded for $7000 
and mixed for about $30 000. 


Off: It definitely sounded a lot different than 
Smile. \t has a futurist kind of feel to it. The 
atypical use of keyboards and samples are 
used in a different manner than say an 
industrial band would. 

|: Well, maybe some of the same 


applications, but | think the source material is 
definitely different. 


Off: Yeah, twenty-first century rock music. 

I: Yeah, well you know, we're all heavily into 
this space rock, like Hawkwind, Foust and 
Magma and Canadian bands like that. That's 
where we're coming from to a certain 
degree. But | think we also like to have a hint 
of reality in everything we do. 


Off: The album is quite dense as well. There 
are a number of layers happening; the 
arrangements are very rich with interesting 
bits. They're just packed in there so that 
everytime one listens to it, more elements 
become apparent. It reminds me of Elvis 
Costello even though he’s probably nota 
direct influence. 

|: Well, no. Elvis Costello was definitely an 
influence in the beginning. The first “punk” 
thing | ever heard was in London in the 
summer of ‘77. | turned on the radio in the 
hotel room and “Angels Want to Wear My 
Red Shoes" was playing. They said it was 
Elvis and | thought it was Elvis Presely. All 
those people, the Clash, Gang of Four,The 
Damned, all: the first wave of punk bands 
from England were definitely a big influence 
and Elvis Costello was part of that. 


Off: It seems what you're doing now relates 


to cyberpunk culture even though you've 
never mentioned whether or not you hang 
out on the net. 

I: No, those are just catch phrases anyway. 
The people who actually use those things 
would see through us anyway. | have a 
computer at home and | have an internet 
address but it’s not like | want to go talking 
about it in songs. 


Off: | just found the way you implement 
technology and how futuristic sounding this 
CD is that made me think of that. 

|: We're definitely influenced by that kind of 
forward thinking. 


Off: That's more evident on this album, 
where Smile was more organic. 

|: Definitely, intentionally though, too. 
Because we wanted to get an ensemble 
playing on that record instead of just four 
people doing over dubs. So if Bernard was 
playing Hammond organ on a song that's 
probably all he was playing because there 
were so many people playing parts. 


Off: In the press material I've read, there is a 
strong insistence on democracy in the 
writing of the material. Is the whole 
arrangement jammed out together or do you 
start together and someone takes it home 


and finishes it? 

I: Yeah, mostly what we do is we open our 
rehearsals with a jam that's right off the top 
of our heads. We'll record most of them and 
take snippets out and use them in 
conjunction with other parts and weave them 
together. It's not usually just one person, and 
it can be inspired by a drum beat or a sample 
or a guitar line, bass or whatever. 


Off: Rob Taylor, the co-founder and former 
bass player wrote a fair share of the lyrics in 
the past, is that your sole task these days? 

I: Yeah, but on the last record, Rob still wrote 
words and who knows, he might in the 
future, too. 


Off: Are you feeling the difference with 
Lunamouth/Virgin than on er old label, 
Cargo/MCA? 

I: Oh yeah, definitely. It feels like there's a 
real record company behind it. Not anything 
against MCA, but because they were just 
distributing it ike Bp weren't doing anything 
for it. 


Off: What sort of thing things are they 
doing that you didn’t have before? 

I: They're helping us get the record released 
in other parts of the world, which is really 
important to us. We've toured Canada ten 
times and we feel we want to go to-other 
places. They helped us find the person who 
did our video and Joe, who re-mixed the 
record. As well we just did this thing with this 
guy from Toronto named John Oswald, 


which we didn't have the money to do — 


before. He took the whole album and edited 
it down to four minutes, so it's going to be 
put out as a single. He's kind of world 
famous, | don't know if you've heard of him. 
It gets into this whole thing about copyright, 
it's called “Plunderphonix" He put out a CD 
about four or five years ago where he 
basically took about four or five hit songs 
and re-editied them into new pieces of 
music. Not being totally into the copyright 
thing, we use and manipulate samples so it's 
fun for us to have somebody destroy our 


~ supposed piece of music. 


Off: And completely voluntarily. 

|: When we got a copy we said “Whoa! This 
is totally amazing!” It's a conceptual thing 
whereby he is challenging the concept of 
ownership over intellectual property. 


Off: Where are you going in the near future? 
|: We are finishing a tour with King Cobb 
Steelie and then going to Texas to play at the 
South by Southwest Convention (SXSW), 
then we'll come back and do Southern 
Ontario and the East Coast. | guess we're 
looking at early summer release in the US 
and probably go there afterwards. 


Off: Are you looking forward to going into 
the American market on a new label? 

|: Yeah, it makes it exciting. It's really easy to 
get stagnant doing the same thing over and 
over again. That's partially why this tour is so 
good for us in terms of morale and focus. 


We're playing to a whole new bunch of - 


people, whereas on the indie circuit, not that 
this is a knock or anything, there's always the 
same one hundred people there. And you 
want to expand what you're doing, not just 
stand in the same place year after year. 


Off: Are you meeting people who are 
surprised you've been around so long? 
|:Absolutely, we do interviews and people are 
shocked that they've never heard of us.

They're like “I've been following 
independent music in Canada for ten years, 
why is it that I've never heard of you guys?" 
| don't know why, | don't know why you 
haven't heard of us. 


Off: In your press clippings you mentioned 
how the morale of the group is really up 
these days. From the outside it seems COH 
have really hit their stride. 

|: Absolutely, it actually feels really good 
right now. Everything feels right, not like 
we're being exploited by the ‘big 
corporation’ and being forced to be anything 
we want. If anything we're being allowed to 
be as extreme as we want. 


Off: All this good fortune seems to have 
come at a time when things possible, looked 
darkest. Have the good changes been 
consecutive or more gradual than 
appearances would lead one to believe? 

|: Well it's been over the past two years of a 
lot of shows and hard work to get the band 
into just ‘being’ a new band. | don’t think it's 
been anything more than a lot of work over 
the past twelve years and specially the last 
two years. We changed our management, 
our booking agent, record company and 
found people we really wanted to work with. 
If you can do that...that's half the battle. No 
one is forcing us to be anything we're not 
which makes it easier to be ourselves. 


Off: That's evident in the fact you are 


_ feleasing the work COH had completed on 


it’s own. 

I: Yeah, and the whole Virgin deal, we got 
complete control over our recordings, which 
is pretty cool as far as we're concerned. 


Off: That's interesting considering everyone 
assumes a major label will be sticking their 
fingers in the pot. 

I: | just think we're lucky to have put out so 
many records and be around so long. 


Off: What kind of effect are the new people 
having on the band? 

I: Just that playing is a lot better. Finding a 
bass player to fit in that pocket was hard but 
we were lucky we had a friend who was an 


excellent player who we had known for ten” : 


years and who knew the history of the band. 


The thing is that things haven't changed that © 


much. Both Bernard and John the bass player 
have been around since the beginning of the 
band, Bernard having produced our second 
and third cassettes in ‘83 and ‘84. 


Off: Strangely enough some comparisons in 
other press compared you to Nirvana in the 
implementation of dynamics that employ 
sparceness versus density. However it seems 
that they adhered more strictly to © 
conventional pop forms not unlike the 
Beatles did, whereas COH ventures into free 
forms that approach jazz. Can you 

comment? 

I: Even when Rob was in the band we 
wanted to go with something more direct 
with the last record. That meant doing things 
like cutting away parts and just leaving bass 
and vocals as opposed to building more parts 
on top. This time we stripped things down so 
that when the big parts come they seem 
thicker. As well we would be more inclined to 
go for a middle seven (bars of music) or three 
as opposed to the ‘middle eight’. 


Off: Do you find your self exhausted when 
writing? Tummysuckle seems to have had so 
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much energy put into it. Was it something 
you laboured over intensively? 

|: Oh yeah, it was definitely the most 
paranoid record we'd ever made. Just with all 
the changes and the negative things going 
on about us in Toronto. People were saying 
we were turning into a metal band and that | 
had kicked Rob out because he wasn't metal 
enough, just really stupid stuff.

Off: It doesn't matter how big the town is 
eh? 

I: No. People say “Toronto must have so 
many people!". But you go to Edmonton, 
Kelowna and the scenes are always going to 
be that size because there's always that same 
number of people and musicians who are 
into that type of music. But as for the record 
we did put a lot into it. We remixed it four 
times by ourselves with different engineers 
because we weren't happy with it. After we

i kiddies! I'm back to help ease your 
Houeried little minds.

David Winn, one of CFUV's Classical 
Music Hosts, writes about Pacific Opera 
Victoria's production of Puccini's La 
Boheme. It's scheduled to run at the Royal 
Theater from April 27 to May 6. 


he premiere of La Boheme happened 
(& 1896; this opera celebrates its 99th 
anniversary this year - after practically a 
century, what can La Boheme say to us 
today? 

When we think of Paris of the 1890's, 
we might think of the artists’ quarter of 
Montmartre; of the Moulin Rouge theater 
and its chorus line dance, the can-can; of 
Toulouse-Lautrec's portrait of Oscar 
Wilde, looking disdainful, bored, bloated. 
But La Boheme is not set in the 1890's. 
Giacomo Puccini used the book Scenes of 
Bohemian Life by Henry Murger, written 
half a century earlier - well before Puccini 
was born. And Puccini was not the only 
one who is reaching back in to the past: 
Henry Murger himself was portraying, not 
his own current reality, but the period of 
his youth - about 1830. 

That period was distinctive - only 15 
years after the fall of the Emperor 
Napoleon; and before the age of railways, 
of photography,of steamships, or of the 
telegraph. Act Ill of La Boheme is set at 
one of Paris’ toll-gates, and one of the 
characters is a customs-house sergeant; in 
those days a municipality could levy duties 
on goods entering the city. 

In this older Paris of 165 years ago we 
are shown poverty - and wealth. Some of 
the poor people are struggling artists - 
Rodolfo, a poet; Schaunard, a musician; 
_ and Marcello, a painter. Others, like Mimi, 
perform menial work for low wage. 
Running through the opera are the chill of 
winter, and the constant theme of hunger. 
Mimi is under-nourished, her health is 
undermined by poverty and the wintry 
weather. : 

The artists oppose their bleak 
circumstances with hope and extravagant 
gestures. In Act I, the Rodolfo burns one

of his manuscripts in the stove to provide 
warmth for a few minutes, and when the 
flames die down, his friends, determined 
to squeeze humor out of the situation, boo 
the author. 

In Act IV, Schaunard, to obtain food for 
himself and his friends, pawns his 
overcoat, but first bids the coat - his “dear 
old friend" - a fond goodbye. 

Puccini's tuneful music reflects the 
warmth of friendship, the tenderness of 
love, the social life of the cafe, the vitality 
and variety of the city - with touches like 
the cry of the toyseller and the pipes and 
drums of the military band. Puccini ties the 
story together through his music with 
ever-varying echoes of themes, snatches 
of melodies that are picked up in new 
versions, subtly drawing our attention to 
connections with what has gone before. 

Musetta (who has an off-and-on 
relationship with Marcello) and Mimi take 
up with rich men and, for a while, enjoy 
good food, fine clothes and comfortable 
living. These rich are like the wealthy of 
any period: complacent, self-righteous and 
certain of their entitlement to the best of 
everything in this world. Do they, except 
on their deathbed, wonder what awaits 
them in the next world? 

In today's world, and in our Canada of 
today, the rich are becoming richer and 
more powerful, and the poor are 
becoming weaker and more numerous. 

Oh yes, La Boheme has plenty to say to 
us today. |

-A enwith Hill in the Yorkshire dales of 
Britain is an American National 
Security Agency intelligence base - the 
largest of its kind in the world. The NSA 
can listen in on all telecommunications in 
the Northern hemisphere, and there is 
evidence that the NSA has spied on trade 
unions and Western governments. Further 
evidence suggests that it is associated with 
the US advantage in arms trades; the 
international communications of 
individuals are kept on a special watch list, 
and the NSA also keeps track of what 
foreign armies, companies, governments, 
political groups and unions are doing.

he Innu nation of Quebec is protesting 

the illegal construction of the Ste. 
Marguerite mega dam project that would 
flood 450 square kilometers of their 
ancestral lands. The Ste. -Marguerite III 
(SM3) Project is a mega dam project 
proposed for the Carheil, Pekans and St. 
Marguerite Rivers. When completed, the 
dam would not only flood the area - 
including Inni burial sites and traditional 
hunting grounds but would open up 250 
km of presently inaccessible forests with 
access roads leaving the land vulnerable to 
further clearcutting and industrial 
development. Quebec's own 
environmental review board (BAPE) 
judged the proposal unacceptable on 
ecological, economic and moral grounds, 
but these findings have been ignored, and 
Hydro-Quebec has begun construction. 

International law requires that Hydro- 
Quebec sign an agreement with the Innu 
people. This has not been done, yet 
neither the federal nor provincial 
governments have stepped in. In fact, 
Hydro-Quebec obtained a court injunction 
barring all protests for thirty years. 

Two non-native protesters who were 
arrested at the SM3 blockade last June 
chose to serve a three month jail sentence 
rather than pay the $1000 fine. 


~ Christopher Lardner, a doctoral student in 


physics at McGill, and Colin Dunahue of 
Brattleboro, Vt., said that they hope hope 
their jailing will call attention to the fact 
that the Innu are not allowed to protest on 
their own land. 

An American legal team is preparing a 
report for Amnesty International on the 
court injunctions that severely limit the 
freedom if the Innu opposed to SM3. Says 
Bill Hartzog, counsel for Larnder and 
Donahue, “Given the overwhelming 
relationship between the courts, the band 
council, and Hydro-Quebec, the people 
are unable to express their grievances.”

nvironment groups are frustratec with 
ae forestry decisions by the BC 
government. Monday, March 13, the 
Provincial government handed down a 
land use decision for the West Kootenays 


‘that concedes approximately 94% of 


prime forests to logging and mining. 

The government set aside 11.3% of 
the West Kootenay/Boundary land base 
for protection, but only about 6% of itis 
mid- to low-elevation forest, which is 
essential for maintaining the ecosystem. 

The consultation process angered many 
environment groups, says Donald Pharland 
of the Grand Forks Watershed Coalition, 
“We tried for months to get appointments 
with Cabinet members in Victoria and they 
blatantly refused. When we got word that 
it was finally possible to speak with them, 
we went to Victoria making major 
concessions to meet the government's 
agenda, but the government wouldn't 
budge from 11.3%. They told us the 
decision had already been made and we 
were unreasonable for expecting to 
change it at so late a date.” 

Lots of ecologically important 
wilderness will be lost; for example the 
White Grizzly region is an important grizzly 
habitat, but it is slated for extensive mining 
and what little land left over would be 
gutted by roads. Colleen McCrory of the 
Valhalla Society says, “They gave us the 
body but forgot the head” in forgetting 
the grizzly habitat. 

Logging companies are already lined,up 
to log these areas, major contenders 
include Slocan Forest Products, Pulp & 
Tilbut from Grands Forks, USA and Atco 
Ltd. |

t its simplest, Heavy Metal depends on 
“the riff" - those short repeated guitar 
phrases that, if successful in their intent, 
give the song a driving power unequalled 
in any other form of popular music. Otis, 
four lads from Toronto, strip their music 
down to this core.

Trouble is, Paid to Suffer is boring. Each 
song consists of merely a single riff - and 
that’s it.
